“We want to make the process of 
purchasing a ticket informative, 
simple and convenient,” Garrison 
said. “We hope to have web-based 

seating charts to assist patrons with 
seat selection.”

Once guests arrive at the TCA, they 
will be treated to an aesthetic adven-
ture that features integrated public 
artwork by outstanding regional and 
national artists. From an entryway 
featuring 8000 marbles of danc-
ing light and a pulsating reflecting 
pool to uniquely-patterned lobby 
carpeting and an intriguing fire 
piece, patrons will be treated to an 
unparalleled visual arts experience 
before settling in for an afternoon or 
evening performance. 

Adding to the experience will be a 
full-service concessionary with sev-
eral locations throughout the facil-
ity. A gift shop, featuring a wide-
range of merchandise at affordable 
prices, will offer exclusive TCA items, 
as well as souvenirs of performanc-
es and arts organizations.

Rounding out the overall experi-
ence is an on-site catering service 
that will allow groups holding 
events in the TCA to choose from a 
wide-assortment of menus, ranging 
from high-end cuisine to affordable 
banquet styles.

Arte Es Amor is a unique, “organically 
grown" program that ties together 
existing, but previously unrelated, pro-
grams and events in ways that make 
each individual one richer, deeper and 
more culturally dimensional.

Arte Es Amor is intended to grow over 
time to become the largest and most 
comprehensive Latino arts festival in 
the Southwest. 

The program is intended to showcase 
and spotlight hundreds of Latino 
arts and cultural programs; promote 
Tempe as a destination for cultural 
tourism; increase visits to the Mill 
Avenue District and ASU; provide 
opportunities for cultural awareness, 
cultural pride and cross-cultural 
understanding; and benefit the 
broader community in terms of both 
quality of life and economic devel-
opment driven by awareness of and 

participation in Arte Es Amor events 
and programs.

A sampling of events includes an 
ongoing exhibit of North and South 
American art at the ASU Art Museum; 
the Herberger College of Fine Arts 
production of Waking up in Lost Hills; 
and ASU Gammage’s co-produc-
tion (with the University of Texas) of 
James Garcia’s, Voices of Valor, about 
Latino soldiers in World War II. 

Also planned is a performance by 
Mexico’s most pre-eminent mod-
ern dance company, Delfos Danza 
Contemporanea, also at ASU 
Gammage; Childsplay’s Tomas and the 
Library Lady at the Tempe Performing 
Arts Center; the ASU Hispanic Research 
Center’s presentation of Puerto Rican 
poet Urayoán Noel and an opening 
reception for an exhibit by Latina/o 
artists at ASU Kerr Cultural Center.

The holiday season may be over but the Tempe 
Municipal Arts Commission still has a special 
recipe to serve to the community in the form of 
Paul Hubbell. It’s really quite simple:

Take one part electrical engineer from the 
University of Michigan.

Add a master's degree in computers and a 
Ph.D. in control systems from the University of 
Pennsylvania.

Let stand for five years as a professor in electrical engi-
neering at the University of Rhode Island.

Simmer on low during the late 1960’s and 70’s. Then add 
a touch of travel around the United States followed by a 
stint as the owner (and beekeeper) of Solaris Honey Farms, 
a gourmet honey purveyor to the east coast before hitting 
the consulting trail.

Slowly stir in art classes and work in portraits and abstract 
expressionist oil paintings beginning in 1984.

just a pinch of French influence in the mix with 
a year of painting in Paris.

After years of consulting Intel, Lockheed 
Martin, the United States Navy, Allied 
Signal and Northrop Grumman, and a 
wealth of experience from long term travel 
to Saudi Arabia, Africa and Peru, Hubbell 
has all the seasoning he will ever need.

We just turn him loose and let him rise, serv-
ing on the Art in Private Development and 

Facilities committees on the Arts Commission.  He’s been 
invaluable asset to the Commission and a wonderful per-
son to be around.

Finally, leave open at room temperature. This only gets 
better with time. As you can tell, Paul is "Well Done."

Cultural Facilities Administrator Don Fassinger is busy assembling 
an energetic team to serve Tempe Center of the Arts’ (TCA) patrons 
on opening day and beyond. His focus is on customer service.

Poetry in April kicks off on April 4 as part of Arte Es 
Amor, a year-long celebration of Latino arts and cul-
ture throughout Tempe and ASU. The April 11 read-
ing features poetry set to music. Readings on April 
18 and 26 will examine the editing process from dif-
fering viewpoints.

It’s an exciting lineup for the series that celebrates 
National Poetry Month with readings from 7 to 8:30 
p.m. every Tuesday in April, according to series founder, 
coordinator and moderator Catherine Hammond.

“What I find really thrilling is the diversity of the poetry. 
Every season brings fresh views of what a poem can 
be,” Hammond said. 

Diversity and excellence govern the choice of poets, for 
whom writing is a life’s work. Many have won national 
prizes. When selecting poets, Hammond views the whole 
of the series and how the four readers’ work interacts or 
even debates with one another.  She strives to keep the 
audience at the heart of the series’ programming. 

“The people in our audience come from more diverse 
backgrounds than any other poetry series I have ever 
seen,” Hammond said. “Whether from the university or 
from the community, everyone shares a love of poetry.”

Along with the reading, the city publishes a chapbook 
that includes works by each poet. An online version 
offers a complete anthology of poets from all six seasons. 

“The intent is that the audience may explore the writ-
ers in both oral and written form,” Hammond said. 

Following the reading, Hammond moderates an inter-
view period that explores the poets’ work. Discussion is 
then opened to the audience. Additionally, the work is 
showcased in an exhibition at the Public Library.
